NARRATIVE OF SPECIAL FUNDS DETAIL
AND TREASURY FUND/BANK ACCOUNTS

Fees collected are deposited daily into the MAB clearing account at BankPlus.  When receipts are in excess of $1000,
or at least weekly, these funds are transferred to the State Treasury account.

Federal law requires that a $40.00/year fee be collected from each licensee on active status.  These fees are collected
by the Board and deposited into the national (federal) registry checking account, which is maintained by the Board.
These fees are remitted to the Appraisal Subcommittee monthly as invoiced by the Subcommittee.  These fees are
only held for the Appraisal Subcommittee, so they have no impact on the MAB budget.

TREASURY FUND/BANK

Funding for the MS Real Estate Appraiser Licensing & Certification Board (MAB) is derived primarily from fees
paid by the licensees of MS.  Fees are collected from applicants and licensees for application, license, and license
renewal/penalty.  Revenue is received from licensees, continuing education providers, and the general public  for
miscellaneous items such as continuing education course approvals, certifications of licensure, labels, copies, etc.
Legislation was passed effective 7/1/2012 giving the MAB approval for registration and renewal of appraisal
management companies (AMCs).  Fees paid by the AMCs will create a new source of revenue for the MAB.  

The MAB has experienced a significant decrease in the number of applicants and licensees since January, 2008, when
the educational requirements to obtain an appraiser's license were changed dramatically by the Federal Appraisal
Qualifications Board.  The MAB requested a fee increase during the 2012 legislative session to allow the agency to
remain solvent and fiscally able to enforce the state statute as promulgated in the MS Code.  The license/renewal fee
was not increased, but the Legislature raised the registration fee for AMCs from $500/year to $1,000/year with
authoritity to increase the fees to $1,500/year after July 1, 2015.

Revenue projections for FY'2014 are based on historical data for licensees and anticipation of approximately 30 AMC
registrations.

2015 BUDGET REQUEST

1.A.1.  Salaries, Wages, & Fringe

The Mississippi Appraisal Board (MAB) is requesting that Salaries, Wages, and Fringe Benefits, including Per Diem
requested, be maintained at the current level for FY'2015. All positions are currently filled, and no additional
compensation has been included in the FY'2015 request.  

1.A.2.  Travel

Major changes mandated by the Federal Appraisal Subcommittee which were implemented during 2008 will continue
to necessitate more travel for the Board and staff.  Due to the technical nature of those changes, it is vitally important
to the Board's role as the state regulatory agency that board members, administrators, and staff involved in the
implementation and regulation of the changes attend all educational meetings and meetings with regulators from
other states.  It is requested that funding be maintained at the current level.

1.B.     Contractual Services

The MAB in connection with the MS Real Estate Commission (MREC) is finalizing four years of work with ITS for
the design of a new licensing system and website which will be more efficient and user-friendly for the licensees and
general public.  This system was set to go live in the early part of FY'2012.  Due to ITS programming issues, the
system has not gone live yet, but should be operational during FY'2014.  The system will accommodate new
requirements and interface more efficiently with the new website to enable the MREC and MAB to provide additional
services to the public. Features include the capability to accept electronic payments as well as capability to house
individual licensee file documentation which is presently maintained in paper files.  Funding for the purchase and
implementation of a document management system which will interface with the new licensing system and eliminate
most of the paper files that are in existence at the present time has been requested by the MREC.    Although the
MREC will bear the major costs involved, MAB will pay the costs that are associated directly with the MAB. Current
funding levels will be sufficient for the MAB portion of that project.  

The number of investigative appeals and fraud cases remain steady and legal services provided by the Attorney
General's office are required.  Independent appraisal reviews are required on some cases.  These services are
performed by an independent appraiser and the contractual fees are based on the scope of the assignment.  The costs
of these services are dependent on the complaints received and cases opened. Although the MAB can make estimates
on cases and complaints, there is no way to determine a particular cost per complaint. The gap between actual
expenditures and requested funding is to allow the Board to be fiscally able to take all required action on any case to
enforce the state statute as promulgated in the MS Code.  

1.C.    Commodities

Printing costs, equipment repair and other commodity items vary from year to year.  Although FY'2013 actual
expenditures were low and the MAB does not foresee any large purchases of commodities for FY'2015, it is requested
that the present level of funding be maintained. 
 
1.D.2.  Capital Outlay-Equipment

Funding for the replacement of a fax machine and copier was approved for FY'2014.  A high speed document
scanner is included in the FY'2015 request for scanning associated with the implementation of the document
management system mentioned in the Contractual Service portion of this narrative.  Other items are for the
replacement of necessary equipment which may become inoperable or obsolete, but is needed for the everyday
operation of the MAB.
